The revival of the 
suggestion owed its origin, we believe, 
to the fact that the late Coloniel Cha- 
plain’s school had.to be given up, and 
the want of a good Protestant school for 
the middle-class foreign children. in. the 
Colony was forcibly. pressed upon ‘those 
interested. That tbis proposal should have

posed institution is given as the * Hong- 
kong Public School,”’ and there is, we 
think, every probability that the known 
character and standing of the Com- 
mittee will carry the movement to a suc- 


cessful issue, There is, we feelconvinced; 


no narrow spirit present in the motives of 
the Committee’ The circular says—“ The 
Charch of England onght undoubtedly 
to have such a schoo) established here, 
and it is a reproach to it that this has 
not been done before, But, as no provi- 
sion of the kind has been made in: the 
past, the scheme, if it is to be established 
now, must. be the fruit of ‘voluntary, 
effort on the part of those who either aré 
members of the Charch of England or 
desire to see such a work going on in 
conection. with it.” The necessity: for 
this attempt being a voluntary matter is 
clear enough ;—there, is no soviety or 
body represented in the Colony that. oan 
take it- up. 8. Paul's. College ‘is, 
under a trust, specially dedicated to 
missionary work ; and we are glad to be 
asaured that the'objects of this trast. are 
being carried. out, notwithstanding the 
many discouragements and failures of the 
past, It is a natural and proper thin 
that this movement should be ‘led «by 
those belonging to-or in friendly rela- 
tions with the Church of: England ; and 
as Bishop Burdon is well known to have 


‘already taken 2 deep interest in educa- 


tion in the Colony, he will be in a: posi- 
tion to give: not only valuable advice 
but material aid to @ public effort of this 
nature, Indeed, the Bishop has already 
offered to place one of the large airy 
rooms of the College building at the dis- 
posal of the Committee as a School-room, 
as well as @ room for the residence of 
the master ; and he has also promised, at 
the same’ time, to devote: some care on 
the supervision of the schdol, In‘ the 
event of the Committee's appeal for 
assistance being well responded to, it’ is 
proposed to obtain from England a duly- 
qualified schoolmaster, and the expenses 
would therefore amount probably to’ say 
$2,500 for the first year. This sum will 
be considerably reduced by : fecs. and 
grantin-aid receivable; and a round 
sum of $1,500 per annum would in 
future years be amply sufficient. f¢ is 
earnestly to be wished that this schéme 
may prove succeasful, and that the Hong- 
kong Public School may soon become one 
of the permanent: institutions of the 
Colony, :

THE $17,000 CONSPIRAOY OASE. 


REGINA (WONG MING LEONG) v. CHUN SHUN 
YEE AND OTHERS, : 


In this case Chun Shun Yee, Tam Yow 
Tong, are charged with ti?o others not now 
before the Oourt, namely Ho Chui Tin, 
and Cha Fav, with conspiring to cheat 
and defraud the complainant by inducing, 
by false pretences, hia son, a youth of 19 
years of azo, to sign a promizsory note in 
favour of the first prisoner for $17,000. 

Mr Aayllar, instructed by Mr Brereton, 
appeared for the prosecution ; Mr Dennys 
appeared for the first prisoner, and Mr Ng 
Achoy for the second. © 
. The case was last before the Court on the 
80th. , 

The following evidence was taken to-day: 

Wong Kwok Chun: The promissory note 
now produced fs the one 1 made. 1 got no 
money for it, I saw the second defendant 
on the street in Canton on. the 29th June 
in company with Ho Chui Tin, They told 
me | had heen aued on the note in the Con-_ 
gular Court, I said :—“ He is an English 
merchant, and he said ho would trust me 
until I got an engagement.” ..The second 
defendant said ;—"1f you do not pay me 
you will bo put im gaol.” Ha said :—‘*1 
will take you down to Hongkong and you 
will see Chun Sun Yee and he will make 
your father pay the money.” I came down 
with second defendant on the 80th June 
aud stayed in his hotge bere. After dinner 
we. wont to first defendant's house. IT saw 
first defondant and sald to him :—‘Siuce 
you ‘have trusted me, why do you sue 
me?” Hoe said.:—If you take my advice 
you will get some monoy. Jf not £ will sue 
youn in Hongkong and put you in gaol.” 
He then. said :-* You stay in his house 
till I have time, Then I will take you 
to Canton where { have already sued 
you, and make your father pay the money. 
Then you and IT will have some money 
to spend.” ‘We (Ef and second defend- 
ant) went back to the first defendant's 
-house, on July 4th, when he sent for 
us. First defendant said:—"I am going 
to Canton to-morrow,” and wanted us to 
go with him. Second defendant said he 
was busy aud could not go. I and first 
defendant went on 6th July to Canton, 
where we lodged in a flower boat; I 
wished to return home but he wonld 
not let me, Wo. went to the Consul 
next day. Before we went to the Con- 
sulate he told me.to say that my: name 
was Wong On; if-asked whether I owed 
the money, I was to say that I had bor- 
rowed the money with my father’s sanction, 
for him, and that I must consult with him ; 
if asked whether I could give any secarity 
I was tosayI had a large house as my 
home. If I sald this, he told me, I would 
get some money. ‘the Consul saw first

(Gazette. ) 

The British steamer Chefoo, Capt Wil- 
lism, left. this port on the 18th instant 
with a general cargo for Shanghai, She 
put back on the afternoon-of the 21st 
lustant. Tho following. is her report :— 

“On Tuesday the 19th instant at 3,30 
a.m. tho vessel struck on Ockseu Ieland, 
the weather foriunately being fine, and the 
sea smooth; the Light on the Island was 
seen, before the accident, but in consequence 
of the fog then prevailing the distance was 
very deceptive, 2 

‘We are informed that the passengers, two 
cfficers, and a number of the-Chinete crew 
absndonad the vessel, and sho was brought 
back by. tho Captain and the remaining 
officers, to whom great oredit is due, as it 
was etal owing to their’ indefatigable 
exertions that the ateamer did not become 
atotal wreck, ~ a 

Some cargo was jettisoned and the fisher- 
men on the Island were not slow to avail 
themselves of such an opportunity to:enrich 
themselves, The exact extent of the damage 
{s not yet known, but the vessel has been 
beached with a view to ascertain its nature, 

The entire cargo consisting of sugar and 
general merchandise ia damaged.” 

By the Harbour Master Notification in 
another column, we note with pleasure that 
Capt. N.. Moalle of the firm of Messrs. 
Moalle & Co, has been unanimously elected 
Harbour Pilot for Amoy. We congratnlate 
Capt. Moalle on his new appolatment and 
sincerely wish him success. 

We take this opportonity of correcting a 
mistake which appeared fn the account we 
published in our issue of 28rd instant of 
the accident to the S, 8, Chefoo, This was 
that two of the officers abandoned the yeasel 
after she struck the rocks. It appears that 
wo were wrongly informed as to this, and 
that not a single officer or Foreigner 
belonging to the Chefoo deserted the ship, 
although a good many of the Native crew 
and stokere did so, and she had to be na- 
vigated down to Amoy very short handed. 

Great praise is die to Capt. . Williams 
and his officers for the good seamanship 
displayed after the accident, and for their 
pluck in bringing the steamer to this port 
in safety, 

She had one Jarge hole in her starboard 
bow, another in the port bow, anda third 
in the floor astern. The water was level 
with the tween decks, and nothing saved 
her except the iron butk-head of the engine 
room and air-tight ballast-tank, 

The steamer was too deeply water-logged

eleven or twelve feet between them. Theso 
boats are placed’ opposite~ to each other 
broadside to broadside —the intervening 
space being occupied by what is termed the 
oar,” or place where the pnasengers sit.

A TRIP AUROSS COUNTRY FROM! 
OANTON TO KIUKIANG. 
(By a3lorrespoutent } 

It may not bo} uninteresting to your 
readors, if I forward you’a few particulars 
of a journey across,tho country from ‘Can- 
ton to Kiukiang. , : : 

On the 15th of February lnat a party of 
three, consisting of two Missionaries and a 
Hongkong merchant, left Canton ‘Yor Shan 
Chau Fu, prefecture! city situate on tho 
North Rivor, distant from Canton about 
280 milos, whore « Mission station is esta- 
blished in connection with the Wesleyan 
Miss. Society. : : 

‘The-boat, of which wo-had hired a part, 
had left some days previous, as thero is a 
large bond in the river, aud also somo 
places of delay ‘calledj'customs stations.. 
Woe followed in a slipper boat, cutting crods

coming up with it, and immediately we 
- got’ on board we had breakfast, and went to 


bed. After a fow hours’ sleep we arose, 
feeling very little the worso for our ox- 
posure, e 

Monday, tho 24th, brought us to Shau 
Chan about noon. I will not weary your 
readcrs by attempting a description of the 
city. It is cut and dried according to 
pattern, The population is estimated at 
400,000. ‘Tho people were quiet, several 
receiving us very kindly, especially the 
Native preachar and colportenr. 

Tho following day we walked some four 
or five miles to see some Coal mines, Of 
course they haye not yet got shafts aunk, 
but run into the, sidos of the hills, using’ 
bamboo props to support the carth. In 
some places the descent is very rapid. 

Our Hongkong friend stayed with us 


+some_five days, and. then left ua_io our | 


some 16 cr 18 miles through the country to 
Lo Panu, where we had arranged to meot our 
boat, It was evening when we reached Lo 
Pau, and fecling tired we performed our 
ablutions and tarned in. The Sabbath 
quiet being an unknown quantity in China 
we were aroused at daybreak by the yelling 
and screaming of the -boatmen. Wo 


-| reached Shek Kok in the afternoon, and 


saw thousands of Chinese working at tho 
new embankment which. is intended to 
prevent a repetition of the disastrous floods 
of two years ago. 

The Senior Member of our party, who. 
was both-Moses and Aaron, preached in the 
American Baptist Mission room. ; 

Tho next day brought us to Tsing Un 
Pass. ‘About half way through the puss is 
situate a monastery, nestling most cosily 
in a, small depression in tho hill, We gat 
off our boat to visit it, and found tho spot 
Paysing through the 
monastery wo camo to some steps which 
wind their way up the side of the hill. 
Beautiful shrubs and trees surrounded us 
on every side, and ever and anon as we 
asconded wo caught glimpses of the opposite 
hills, and the river moving along in. its 
serpentine course, Here. and there could 
be seen the fisherman on his small raft with 
a few cormorants at his side. As we stood 
and viewed the sconery around, and listened

Of course in going up the river bat slow 
progress cau bo made, so that we were 
afforded amplo time for making small ex- 
cursious into the country, and striking the 
river at a higher point thus gain our boat. 
Would that we had always dona so! After 
breakfnet on Friday morning (February 21) 
wo started off for a walk. The day was 
clondy, rather inclined to rain. We struck 
out for tho hills immediately, and soon lost 
sight of the river, and our boat. We 
wandered about for some hours amongst 
the hills, and towards four o’clock, foeling 
somewhat hungry and tired, wo determined 
to mako for the river. After winding and 
turning for some time we found it. A boat 
was passing at the time; and wa enquired if 
they had heard, or soen, anything of our 
boat. We were informed that it must bo 
abead of us. We got on board thinking to 
rest ourselves a little, when Aaron enquired, 
“What placo is that?” meaning a small 
village just below. ‘Kun Yam Ngam,” was 
the reply given. -The very place where we 
had anchored tho night -before. Wo too 
concluded that our boat must be ahead of 
us, Wehad a good laugh, and that over asked 
What must we do? wo all agreed to got off 
and make another attempt. .-Having no 
sun to guide us, we carefully marked out 
some high hills towards which we were to 
make, After walking some distance, wo 
enquired how far it was to tho nest ‘an- 
chorage. Nine miles, was the reply, We 
walked, and walked, and asked, and asked, 
‘but still the folks would have their will, 
and say——‘‘ Nine miles.” I expect it is 
nine miles yet. At length wo. began to 
despair of reaching our boat, and feeling 
pretty well worn ont we made for the river 
again. A small boat, the size of a Hong. 
kong sampan was going up, and we made a 
bargain with the man that he was to catch 
our boat before he stopped. Wo got into 
the small craft and found the boatman’s 
wife, and his nephew, and two children. 
The boat was so narrow that it was im-. 
possible for the three of us te lie on our 
backs. Wo had therefore to lie on our 
sides. The lady gonerously offered us some 
tice, which we declined with thanks, but 
fesling tho pangs of hunger asked for yams. 
These we demolished and made ourselves 
as .comfortablo as possible. About 10 
o’clock a bitterly cold North wind sprang 
up, and blew through the boat,—and 
through us, The rain came down in tor- 


~frents, and..we had to enclose ourselves in 


ag well as possible.. Presently the boatman 
turned in, promising to start again as soon 
ag the rain ceased, but he fell asleep. Just 
before going asleep he kindly offered us a 
bed-cover, but fearing tho cover was not 
the only thing he wag giving us, we declined, 
buf on a second invitation accepted it. We 
put it.over our feot only, but as the night 
advanced we got colder, and as wa’ got 
colder the cover got higher; until we were 
pretty well covered up. - Still we shivered 
on. Between three and four o'clock -we 
determined to put an end to our miseries, 
and. called for.a fire. A small. earthen 
grate containing fire: was placed in- our 
midst, and we sat tailor fashion around it, 
but—0Oh !.the smoke.. With tears stream- 
ing down our-faces, we sought some open- 
ing through. which to thtust our. heads. 
‘We endured the changes from heat, to cold 
end vice versa, until the boatman started. 
We wero not very tong before we came up 
to.the place where our boat had anchored 


for the night, but it had again gone. on

the city wo had to call at a Customs Station. 
Here was anchored. a boat with fivo or six 
convicts. on board. ‘They had come from 
the Canton province, aud were being taken. 
into Hupeh. We enquired the reason of 
their transportation, and learned that two 
of them had killed aman in a clan fight. 
Tho remainder wore exiled for other 
crimea.. They asked for opium, but we had 
not any; then for cigars, but we could'nt 
seo it. My companion’told ono of our boys 
to give them somo books, te which ho 
replied “ It’s no use giving those fellows 
any. books.’ One of the convicts heard 
tho remark, and was terribly enraged. 
Our boy was going out to fight, but we 
pulled him into the boat. In a short time 
we got away.. We passed some splendid 
geonery ero.we anchored for the night, 
The hills towered high above our heads. 
Gorges and passes were presented to view

preaching and studying, which word con- 
tinued moro or less until we started across 
the country for our holidays. Imust here 
make a desperate leap of some months, 
leaving your readers to fill up tho interval 
as romantically as they please. 

It was arranged that I should leave Shau 
Chau early on Saturday morning June 28th, 
and that“my companion, who was anxious 
to stay for the Sunday service, should fol- 
low mo on the Tuesday; and that we 
should meot at Nea Hiung. Accordingly 
I left by native boat abont 5.30 a.m. Tho 
river presented a noble appearance owing 
to the recent and heavy rains. The day 
proved most propitious -and the country 
wore a charming aspect. Nature seemed 
inher gladdest and happiost mood. ‘The 
rills, sparkling in the sunlight, danced down 
the rocky sides of the hills on their way to. 
join the brimming river.’ Threading our 
way ‘amidst the romantic scenery to bo 
found in the North of the Canton province 
was delightful. In the evening wo passed 
a range of high rocks. The sun had just 
sunk behind them, so their dark sides were 
presented to view. Somo appeared like 
monstrous towers, their steep sides and 
rounded forms almost causing one to 
imagine: the chisel had been at work. 
Others wore a likeness to hugo castles, 
their tree-crowned tops resembling the em- 
brasure work. The whole had ‘the appear- 
ance of a huge citadel, with domes, steeples, 
minarets and watch-towors. The sight was 
magnificent. Here and there large keeps 
are built on the tops of high hills, into 
which the people can flee in times of dis- 
turbance. = 

Sunday came, which passed as profitably 
as possible. Being infeated with a species 
of very small flies which bolted at the 
lightest puff of smoke, smoking -was the 
order of the day. 5 

By six o’clock on Sunday evening wo 
reached Chi Ning, situate about half-way 
botween Shau Chauand Nan Hiung. Asthe 
boat was likely to stay. here a short time I 
got offand walked on. Having walkedsome 
distance, I camo-to a junction of two rivers. 
Tenguired from a ferryman which branch 
my boat would take, and was told the one 
on the left, Iwas on the right hand side 
of the main river, and thoreforo putting off 
my shoes and socks, waded to the boat and 
got in, Old Charon demanded his faro 
hoforo starting. Unfortunately I had left 
all my money on my boat. Telling him 
that I had nof a single obol, ho gave mo to 
understand that I had better get out again. 
This I practically refused to do, telling him 
that when my. boat camo up I would ‘pay 
to tho uttermost cash. Hearing that Thad 
a boat coming up, he became moro entor- 
taining, and permitted me to cross. Hav- 
ing crossed I saw the mast of my boat in 
the distance ; I know that an honr or moro 
must clapse before it came up. The ferry- 
man now was as loth to part company with 
me, as ho was at first to make my acquaint- 
ance. He invited mo to sit in the boat, 
bat as I could find little amusement in 
crossing and recrossing the ferry, I gave 
him my socks, and went on my way rejoic- 
ing. 
‘Tuosday afternoon brought me to Nan 
Hiung. I sent on my card to the nativo 
pastor in connection with the German Mis 
sion, who-kindly invited me to stay with 
him until my companion: should arrive, I 
found him very intelligent; speaking both 
German and English. . . 

On Wednesday evening my companion 
arrived, and wo prepared for a start early 
the next morning. Leaving Nan Hiunga 
little before sun rise we turned our faces 
towards the Kiang Si province. The road 
upon which .we- travelled is the old rond 
from Canton to Pekin. - Much of. the traffic 
on this road has fallen off since the deve- 
lopement of the coasting trade, but it still 
presonts a livoly appearance. The principal 
commodity seemed to be paper, whith was 
being brought into the Canton provinco. 

As we walked along the road our minds 
went-back hundreds and thousands of years, 
and we thought of the numbers of officials 
and people that had traversed that same 
road when China was closed to the civilising 
influences of Western religion and science. 
The sconery was very pretty. The tobacco 
plant seems to be extonsively cultivated in 
this part, and occasionally as you pass 
along you catch a whiff of the fragrant 
weed. 


We rested here for an hour or 
two, and had dinner in a Buddhist Temple. 
The priest was very affable and kind. We 


here sent on our servants to Nan Ngan, s. 


city distant about 6 miles from the Mi Ling 
Pags, to hire a boat for us. When we 
pasged through the gate-way which marks 
the: boundary, « magnificent sight was 
presented.to our view. Almost at the foot 
of the hill lay the city of Nan Ngan, On 
our right and left towered the steep and 
rugged heights of the Mi Ling range, 
away beyond the city stretched, an undu- 
lating plain; and then away in the misty 
distance rose mountaiustieron tier. Seem- 
ing. to flow through the middle of the 
city. was the river, winding in and out 
until lost to view by intervening bills. The 
descent from’the pass was very rapid and 
circuitous, aud soon we found’ ourselves on 
the plain below. It was dark when we got 
to the city, having walked thirty-six miles. 
Our servants hed been unable to hire a 
boat ; however, they had collected together 
a number of persons amongst whom were 
two or three boatmen. Aiter some bar- 
gaining we gota boat, and got our li ge 
in ‘and’ made ourselves comfortablo for the 
night. On the morning. we went into the 
city: and sold some books readily. Our 
boatman had promised the previous night to 
start-immediately after breakfest, but came 
to us just before wo went-into. the city and 
said he could not stari. We threatened to 
deduct s dollar for every. doy he delayed. 
He began to imagine he had caught some 
Tartars, and was anzious.to get rid of us. 
He then refused to take us, but we refused 
to leave tnlesa he would find us another 
boat. nte in the afternoon’ he. did so, 
and we .got eway. - Whilst within sight of

There being many: rapids in the river, and 
the boatmen rowing with might and main 
away we sped. A slight storm came on, 
the rain continuing to fall the greater por- 
tion of the.night. When we anchored we 
bathed in the deliciously cool river.

While strolling around Oshkosh recently, 
Iwas surprised to meet two very distin- 
guished and. truthful individuals.

After we had talked o spell, Mr Twain 
laid down his cigar and told me about o fast 
horse he once owned in, Virginia city. Ho 
said :— 

«Gentlemen, this horse of mine was tough 
bitted; and he went go fast, that Ihad to 
guide him by electricity—had to have wire 
Iines and keep a battery in the waggon all 
the time in. order, to stop him,” 

a“ Why ‘didn’t you stop him by hollering 
‘whoa?’?” T asked, : 

“Stop him by hollering ‘whoa!’ ”: ex- 
claimed Mr Twain, ‘Why, I could not 
holler loud enough to make that horse hear 
me. He travolled so fast that no sound ever 
reached him from behind. He went faster 
than the sound,:sir. Holler ‘whoa,’ and 
he'd be in the next town before the sound 
of your yoicé. could reach the dashboard. 
Travel fast! I should say he could. Why, 
T once started from Virginia city for Meadow 
creek -right in" front of one of the most 
dreadful rain-storms we ever had on:the 
Pacific coast. Wind and rain, Why, the 
wind blew eighty miles an hour, andthe 
rain fell in sheets, I drovo right. before 
that storm for three hours—just on the edge 
of that hurricane and rain for forty miles.” 

“ Didn’t you get drenched ?”? 

‘‘Drenched? No, sir! What did I kee 
that: fast horse‘ for? Why, I tell you, 
drove right in front of that rain storm, I 
Tcould lean forward and let the ‘sun shine 
on me, or lean backward and feel rain and 
catch hailstones. When the hurricane 
slacked up the horse slacked up too, and 


when it blew faster I just said, ‘G—Ik!? | 


to the horse and touched the battery, and 
away we went. Now I don’t want to lie 
about my horse, Mr Perkins, and I don’t 
ask you to belteve what I say; but I tell 
you truthfully that when I got to Meadow 
ereck my linen duster was dry as powder, 
Not a drop of rain on the waggon seat either, 
while the waggon box was level full of hail- 
stones and water, or I’m a ——, a ——.” 

“Took here, gentlemen,” interrupted Mr 
Nasby; “speaking of the truth, did you 
ever hear about my striking that man in 
Toledo?” 

We said we had not. 

“Well, sir, it was this way: There was a 
man there—one of those worldly sceptical 
fellows—who questioned my veracity one 
day. He said he had doubts about the 
truthfulness of one of my crogs-road. incid- 
ents. I didn’t want to strike this man, be- 
cause its a bad habit to get into—this mak- 
ing a human chaos out of a fellow man. 
But he questioned my veracity, and the 
earthquake came. I struck..him once—just 
once. I remember he was putting down a 
carpet at the time, and he had his mouth full 
of carpet tacks, But a man can’t stop to dis- 
count carpet tacks in a man’s mouth, when 
he questions your veracity, can he? I never 
do: I simply struck the blow.” 

‘¢ Did it hurt the man much?”. I asked, 

“JT don’t think it-did. It waa too sud-. 
den. The bystanders said if I was going to 
strike a second blow they wanted te move 
out of the state, I squashed that man right 
down into o doormat, and his own. wife, 
who was tacking down one edge of the 
carpet at the time, came right along and 
took him for a gutta perchm rug, and ac-

- Well, gentlemen, to 
tell tho honest Connecticut truth, I went 
right out into the pasture, took off my. coat, 
humped up my bare back, and took cleven 
clips of lightning right on’ my bare back- 
bone, drew the electricity all out of the sky, 
and then got on to my horse and: rode into 
New London in time to lead at the evening

NOTES ON FREEMASONRY. 

There was a time when Shanghai was an 
important centre of Frocmaaonry, and whon 
a large_proportion of the residonts took an 
active part in the “discharge of Masonic 
obligations and gave much pains, and 
thou.ht to the exact and punctual per- 
formance of Mssonio ritual, While writing 
the sentence .we fear ‘misconstruction, and 
fancy that we are wrong in speaking of 
Shanghal Masonry in the past tengo, or in 
intimating, evon indirectly, that tho Settle- 
ment is cooling in its attachment fo the 
principles of the Oraft—and that we cannot 
bring ourselves to think so is proved by 
our trying to enlist the interest of our 
readers in. some isties—and- 
speculations, Concerning Freemasonry, aa 
every reader of the worka of Findel and 
Olliver is aware, there are’ two distinct 
opinions. One school of thought regards 
every syllableof the-traditional-hiatory az 
accurate, Tho personages concerned in the 
legends around which the ritual circles, are 
not only real personages but the tranano- 
tions in which they are repreaented as 
taking part are -real transactions, The 
algns atid symbols come down to, us from 
hoar antiquity. Tho Scriptures themselves 
have now sidelights cast upon the evaits | 
they record when we place them bealde the 
observances and the passwords of the 
‘mystic lodges.” The moat subtle. secrets of 
nature find a clew when we catch hold of 
the thread of explanations that Masonry 
places in our hands. . Among the Harlelan 
manuscripts ia a copy of the constitution 
of an anctont bady of Freemasons, prefaced 
by ashort history, commencing as follows : 
“If you ask mee how this solence was 

rat invented, my answer fs this: that 
beforo the general deluge, which is com- 
monly called Noah’s flood, there waa a 
man called Lemech as cs may-road {n the 
4th of Genesis, whoa had two wives, the 
one called Adah, the other Zilla: by Adah 
hee begot two sones Jaboll and Jubail, by 
Zillah hee had a sonne called: Tuball and 
a daughter named Nashmah, those fower 
children found yo beginning of ye Craft in 
the world ; Jabell found.out geometry aud 
hee divided flocks of sheep and lands; he'| 
first built a house of stone ‘and timbor ; 
Jabali found out musick ; Tuball found ont 
the amyth’s trade or craft alsoe of gold, 
silver, copper, iron, and steele, etc.” To 
those who: take what we may dall: the high 
view of the orlgin of Masonry, it is only in 
the interpretation: of this symbol and its 
connection in Genesis that-we can ever hope 
to discover the beginning of the ancient 
mysteries and of-that system of religion and 
philosophy that overspread Asia snd Greece, 
To the mystical, school of interpreters, “ the 
fower children” will be so many successive 
manifestations of the spirit.in man. 

In violent opposition to the opinions of 
these advocates of mystic meanings and 
a prehistoric origin, we find a school. of 
thought which brings the whole thing down 
to modern times. The sceptical school 
declare that the founders of Maaonry were 
not King Solomon and Hiram of Tyre, but 
Oharles II and Sir Christopher Wren, 
Even if one possessed Dr Johnson's high 
opinion of ‘Charles, ono would hardly con- 
sider bim so respectable a parent for a 
somi-religious society as the sceptred Ho- 
brew sage,“ whom he resembled only in 
the least estimable. points of his-character. 
It seems probable that tho trath about 
Freomasonry liea in the middle between 
these two theories, We may venture with- 
out incurring the animadversion of the 
Brethron -to describe the history with 
which we are familiar as legendary, but wa 
cannot -descend so low or. take so wide a 
leap as to deny all the medisval evidence 
and fly per saltum from Zion to Ludgate | 
Hill, King Solomon may have had very 
little to do with Masonry, but certainly it 
existed in Europe long before the seven- 
teenth century, and a writor in the Times 
says “that Freemasonry, substantially the 
same in kind as that which now exists, was 
in this country as far back as the time of 
Henry V1, is by no means improbable, It 
has been surmised that the King himself 
was a member of the Order, though nothing 
more ia proved in support of this than that 
he loft behind him s manuscript containing 
certain parts of Masonic ritual.” “ The same 
‘paper gives us some atatlatics of Masonry 
all over the world, which are not devoid of 
interest:- In Franco, there are 287 lodges ; 
in Spain, 300; in Portugal, 22; im Italy, 
110; in Belgiam, 15 ;in Mexico, 13; and 
in Brazil, 266, hus the Craft flourished, 
even in countries where its great opponent 
the Church of Rome has a firm seat. 
Freemasonry is undoubtedly a plant of 
hardy growth, and has extended itself far 
and wide with results that persons who 
examine its principles and its working must’ 
admire and approve. In Shanghai, it is 
perhaps to be deplored that.too much 
money was spent and too much respon- 
sibility incurred in the erection of a Hall, 
as the charities have suffered thereby ; but 
there are signs that a new spirlt animates 
the body, and the District Grand Master Is 
never likely to lose sight of the sterling 
principles which underlie the institution 
and are the guarantées of its permanence 
and atility.—N. 0. D. News. <

It can be forwarded also 
by French Packet, and if so forwarded 
generally atrives a week-earlier than if it 
had been detained for the British Mail. 


~ The Post Office is not, by law, responsible 
for any loss or inconvenience which may 
atiso ircm the non-delivery, mis-sending, 
or mis-delivery of any letter, book, or other 
postal am (even if the packet be ro- 
gistere! ), nor is the Post Office responsible 
for any injury which a packet may sustain 
during fis transmission, - 

To guard against such injury all postal 
packets which are. likely to suffer from 
atamping or from great preasure should be 
placed in strong covers ;. and even with this 
precaution.no fragtle article should be sent 
through the Post, 1t should be remembered 
that every packet bas to ke handled several 
times; that it is exposed to considerable 
pressure and friction in the matl bag ; and 
that, whenever the bag has in the course of 
its tranemission to be tranaferred by moans 
of the railway apparatus, tho risk of injury 
is much increased. 

No information can be given respecting 
letters which pass through a Post Office 
except to the persons to whom they are 
addressed ; and in no other way is official 
information of a private character allowed 
to be made public, A Postmaster may, 
however, give an address if he has no reason 
to believe:that the person whose address it 
is would disapprove of his doing so. 

Postmasters are not allowed to return any 
letter or other packet to the writer or sender, 
or to aby one else, or to delay forwarding 
it to its destination according to the address, 
even’ though @ request to auch effeot be 
written thereon. . 

Postmasters are not hound to give change, 
nor are they authorised to demand change ; 
and when money is paid at a Post Office, 
whether as change or otherwise, no question 
ag to ite right amount, goodness, or weight 
can be entertained after It has been removed 
from the counter, 

Postmaatera are not bound to weigh any 
letters or other packets for the public, but 
they may do so if their duty be not thereby 
impeded. 


The practice of sealing letters passing to 
and from the East and Weat Indies, and 
other countries with hot climates, with wax 
(except such aa is epecially- prepared), is 
attended with much inconvenience, and 
frequently wi'h serious injury, not only to 
the letters so sealed. but to the other. letters 
in the mail, from the melting of tho wax and 
adhesion of the lettera to each other, 
public are therefore recommended, in all 
such cases, to use either wafers or gum, and 
to advise their correspondents in the coun- 
tries referréd to, to do the same. 


The registration of a packet, makes its 
trapsmission much moro secure, inasmuch 
-as;‘undef “6tdinary circumstances, a regis. 
tered packet can be traced through its whole 
course; and, thus the loss of a registered 
ete is avery rare ocourrenge. - Neverthe- 

ess large auma of money or.other articles 
of great value should not be sent through 
the post, éven if the ps be registered; as 
the machinery of the Department is not 
arranged with a view to auch transmission. . 
By law, the Poat Odice in pot, ret ponsible 
for the safe delivery of registered packets ; 


though any officer who may neglect his |. 


auiy on this point will be ‘called to strict 
account, Sent in unregistered letters, valu- 
able articles are exposed to risk, and offer a 
temptation which ought not to be created ; 
and the Department cannot in any way 
undertake the safe conveyance: of auch 
psckets. All iniand or colonial letters, 
therefore, which contain coin, and all 
inland letters which. contain watches or 
jewellery, even though ‘they be. posted 
without xegistration, are treated as register- 
ed, and charged on delivery with a double
